weré many deaths from it in Great 
Britain this was accounted for by the 
fact that {t was, s9 wide-spread and 
not because it was such a fatal disease. 
A naval medical officer giving a re- 
port of the epidemic as it existed fa 
Massachusetts bout September 1st 
mentions the fact that it was very 
severe the complications frequent and 
serious and that an extraordinary de 
gree of contagiousness qwas noted, 
attacked many of the physicians, hos- 
pital attendants and nurses, He sive 
the symptoms as follows: The onset 
» patient som!imes 
passing froma an ay pirently well con- 
dition almost to prostration within one 
or two hours, There is no complaint 
of sore throat at any time and no in- 
itial localized symptoms. In a few 
cases the patient attributes the attack 
to a slight sore threat or ill feeling a 
few days previously but the majority 
give no such history. The fever rises 
rapidly to from 101 to 105 F. the pa- 
tient usually complaining of severe 
headache, weakness, general malaise, 
and pains of varying severity ih the 
myscles and joints, especially in the 
back. As frequently described the pa- 
tient feels as though he had been beat- 
en all over with a club, The course is 
fairly’ Gonstant. The patient lies in 
bed in a semi stuporous condition, 
doubled up with the cevers pulled over 
his head =e neck.

The sources of infection are un-

. Treatment 

Rest in bed. warmth, fresh air, abun- 
dant food.
